An interesting evidence of the grow- 
ing sentimerit in favor of fire preven- 
tion is furnished by the organization 
of a flre prevention association among 
the occupants of the Racine Industrial 
plant, a large multiple occupancy man- 
ufacturing risk. With a large number 
of different industries in the plant, 
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each recognized that its safety depend- 
ed upon the care of its associates, and
